operations. Their perplexity impels
them to extreme caution nnd if thej
chance to have profits on papor they
the easily persuaded to realize on oc
casion.

Their offerings this week were quite
readily nbsorbed. JJnving little else
to encournge them, the shorts wcte
quick to take nth milage of eery such
selling movement, but the two forces

vcomhined could not tope with invest-
ment bujing and the fn t so fre
quently empnnsizcil Hint big noldeib
continued reluctant to liquidate be-

cause of the impost which the govern-
ment stnnds rind to exnet in the form
of it tax on profits. Despite Mtrface
fluctuations, therefore, undeiljing
streucth was mnnifest thioughwut. The
technical position within the market
has been improved bv the shakedown
in minor accounts. It has been quite
freely predicted that eusier conditions
In monev would prevail in the coming
week. There was some such tendency
noted nt the close of this week.

Crop Financing nt Pe.ilt
Since the end of September, which

is the period of prepniation for nutumn
financing, several factors have

to restrain loaning institutions
nnd at the same time to embolden
them to discriminate in placing loans
for stock trading purposes. Crop
finnncing is now nt its peak, ns it
were, nnd while the demand in that
connection has not been as heavy 'as
was untiCjipated earlier in the year
because ofi crop deterioration and tho
lehscned dependency of interior, finan-
cial centers on New York, the ability
of the interior to send money here to
take advantage of the high rates, as
